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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A preliminary amendment submitted by applicant was received on 1 1/1 8/2005. 

2. Claims 15, 18, 23-25, 27, 30, 31, 33-35, 38-42, 44, 45, and 54-56 are cancelled. 

Specification

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 3 and 49 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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On line 3 of claim 13, the word "mean" should be replaced with - means --. 
On line 2 of claim 49, the word "least" is misspelled. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1,10 and 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Regarding claims 1 and 57, it is unclear to the examiner what are the metes and 
bounds of the claims considering the alternative language "and/or" and "or any 
combination thereof in the claims. 

8. Regarding claim 1 0, it is unclear to the examiner what is meant by the phrase 
"when elevated more elevated than the first". The disclosure provides inadequate 
clarification for this claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 
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10. Claims 1-9, 12-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22, 26, 28, 29, 32, 36, 37, 46 and 57-60 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hendrickson et al. (US 
3765367). Hendrickson et al. discloses all of the claimed features, including 
amphibious vehicle with prime mover (engine), marine propulsion means (propeller 
system) [14, 18], land propulsion means, power transmission means and control means, 
configured as claimed. See Figs. 1-3. The marine propulsion means (propeller system) 
may be permanently engaged in the operating condition. A single actuation device is 
used for control of each parameter for marine and land use. Transmission and control 
means may be mechanical, hydraulic or electrical and may be the same transmission 
used for both land and marine operation. It is inherent that a hydraulic or electrical 
transmission or control means would have the features of claims 28, 29, 36 and 37. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

12. Claims 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hendrickson et al. (US 3765367). Hendrickson et al. discloses all features claimed, with 
the exception of the marine propulsion means can power the vehicle to a speed where 
sufficient hydrodynamic lift is achieved for the vehicle to plane. Hendrickson et al. does 
not disclose the speed capabilities of the vehicle. However, it would have been obvious 
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at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains to adapt Hendrickson et al. for sufficient speed for the 
vehicle to plane in the marine mode as a design choice to create the invention as 
claimed by applicant. The motivation would have been to optimize propulsion speed to 
provide planning capability and enhance the performance characteristics of the vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 3. Claim 1 0 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 4. Claims 21 , 43, 47-53 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. House (US 3968766) discloses power transmission to both the 
marine propulsion and land propulsion modes at the same time due to vehicle operation 
in marine and land mode with the same propulsion means (air cushion means). Also, 
the same controls are used for speed and direction control in all modes of operation.
